I. Claims 13-15, 23, 25, and 27, drawn to methods of ameliorating cellular 
accumulation by contacting cells with an agent, wherein the agent is a nucleic 
acid, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

II. . Claims 13-19, 23-25, and 27-30, drawn to methods of ameliorating cellular 

accumulation by contacting cells with an agent, wherein the agent is a peptide or 
peptidomimetic, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 13-16, 20-23, 25, 27-28, and 31, drawn to methods of ameliorating 
cellular accumulation by contacting cells with an agent, wherein the agent is an 
antibody or fusion protein comprising an antibody, classified in class 424, 
subclass 130.1. 

Claims 12 and 26 link(s) inventions I-III. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 12 and 26. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the

together. As such, the search for each invention based on the nature of the agent is not 
coextensive and thus it would place an undue burden on the examiner to search and examine all 
the inventions together. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
different classification and different search requirements, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
